T h e B ab y Farming C am T ria l—C aavtcU oa 
u d H eateace o f th e M ard ereaa. 
The tr u i <a M argaret W aura, rite tniam ous woman 
Whose boslneaa It was to U ke infants to uurse for a 
consideration and then to get rid of them by surV a- 
tton or drugs, was conoluded a t the Central Criminal 
Court, London, on the 28d September. The trial 
occupied throe days. She was Indicted for the m ur­ 
der of an intent three weeks old. The close of the 
case is thns reported In tho London nm s*.-— 
The jury rettreiL and on retom lng into conrt, 
after an tnierval of about three-quarters of an hour, 
said, through tbeir foreman, they found the prisoner 
guilty of murder, 
On being asked then by the Clerk of Arraigns If 
le had anything to say why the sentence of death 
should not be passed npon her. the prisoner said 
the condition In which tho chUdreu were found 
been exaggerated. In the first place five were not 
lying on a soia. There were two, one aged three 
weeks old ana the other five; and on two chairs 
In a basinet were tw o other children m a clean and 
comfortable b u n k et and on pillows, 
one was a 
beautiful, fat child, and th at was fed thrice a day 
with bread food. The boy Oowen, sue said, was a 
very fine child, and she was very much pleased with 
It: but It aid not seem to get on, w hatever she did. 
Thrush and diarrhoea aet in, and she went on apply­ 
ing borax and honey to its m outh, but to no purpose. 
She applied a m nuyw ortn of laudanum in six drops 
of brandy oa flannel to his bowels, hoping to relieve 
him. At length she bad recourse to Dr. H arris. He 
w as a homoeopathist, and the way th at doctors ol that 
class did was to leave their medicines for two or 
three days, with instm ctions th at if a patient became 
worse they were to be sent for. That was w hat 
Dr. Harris did In this Instance. The child did not 
get worse, and she did not send for him. He came, 
however, four days afterwards. Her sLstor hart a 
bad breast at th at um e, and could not suckle the 
child. She could not say when next Dr. Harris 
came, but he saw the shild three times. He after, 
wards asked her to pay him two pounds for atteniw 
anc& adding, "Have these people any money r** 
Shs 
replied 
th at 
they were 
pretty well of, 
upon which he asked if he could not send in a bill 
to them. She said ne could do Just os he liked about 
that. He saw the children up stairs and advised 
her to adm it plenty of air Into the place. He also 
advised her “ to give It up,’’ or otherwise she would 
get into trouble. He got his mouey, appeared quite 
satisfied and then went away. She was sorry to 
say 
she 
bad led a Ufe of 
deceit and lalso- 
hood, 
and 
nothing she could now say could 
flumclenily express her abhorrence of 
it. 
But 
guilty of m urder she was not, nor of contribut­ 
ing, in the smallest degree, to the death of the child 
and with death and i-tcrolty before her, stanug are 
In the face, she solemnly called God to wltnes.s tnat 
she was as innocent as a child unborn. 
The child 
Oowen, she said, was Intended for a purpose. She 
knew a couple in affluent circ am stances, and they 
’ffaaicd a male child. She undertook to get them 
one, and they promised to lavish upon it the fondest 
attention. They only wanted som ething to live and 
care lor, and the death of the child Gowen was a 
great 
loss 
to 
her 
tn 
a 
pecuniary 
point 
of view. 
She did all In her power tor tho 
chUd, and for all tho other children. With refer­ 
ence to tne children who died at the workhouse, she 
cmmplalued that they had been taken from her 
house early in the morning, before being dressed or 
led and in their wet clothes, first to tho Ijim beth 
Police Court, where they wore kept in tliat state 
until late In the afternoon, ana then to the work­ 
house. Nevertheless, she was held rt sponsible for 
the death of those little ones; but again she said 
she was innocent of that foul crime as any one of 
the little chUdren that had perished. 
The Lord Chief Baron, having assumed the black 
cap, proceeaed to pass sentence of death, his voice 
at tunes faltering with emotion. Addressing the 
prisoner, he said, the painful and terrible duty was 
imposed upon him of passing sentence of dcath.npon 
her. Bbe had heeu convicted, after a trial of nearly 
three days’ duration, by a Jury who had patiently, 
calmly and deliberately investigated her case, ol the 
greatest crime that could be committed by a hum an 
being. She undertook the charge of that pour innocent 
child, and while U waa In her care aurt keeping, by 
the conduct she bad ailopted towards it, by shame­ 
ful and si'andalons neglect In not providiug It with 
sufflcient food and nnunshinent; by the adm inistra­ 
tion al drugs caloulated to put on eud to its life, aud 
by Jeprlving it of the chance of any medical atten­ 
dance when It most needed It, she had l>een the 
means of conslgntng U to an early aud premature 
death. If 
thero 
was any truth in 
the state­ 
m ent she had just made, 
or If on any other 
ground 
she 
waa 
entitled 
to 
a 
merciful 
consideration, 
she 
m ust 
appeal 
to 
another 
tribunal than that, for be nad no power to m itigate 
the sentence, nor to deal with her otherwise than 
the law required. He learod In addition to th at 
poor child, others had become victims to her 
Inhumanity. Four, or at least three of them, had 
been done to death by her. It waa necessary that 
the strong arm of the law should vindicate the Jus­ 
tice of the country aud take up the case of those 
poor Innocent children. It pained him to ad­ 
dress those words to h e r-in e last she wonld 
hear In a court 01 
Ju stice-o u t it remamed 
for him to pass tho sentence of the law upon 
her. If she could appeal upon any ground In any 
hope of relief or mitigation of punisUraent t« any 
•th er tribunal, he trusted th at appeal wonld be 
hoard, and that she would receive that mercy which 
ho had no power to extend. The learned Judge 
thou passed the sentence of death in the form pre- 
scnbed by law, adding that she would stand com­ 
m itted to the custody of the high sheriff of Surrey, 
in whoso jurtgdlctlon the cnm o was committed, and 
the senienco would bo executed; that her liody 
would be burled within tho producto of the prison 
In which she ehould be last confined, and alg tii tne 
Lord have mercy upon ner soul i 
The prisoner was afterwards asked by the Clerk of 
Arraigns If she had anything to say why execution 
of the sentence should bo stayed. She did uot at 
first perceive the m eaning of the question, but on 
Its being explained to her privately by Mr. Jones, 
the Governor of Newgate, she made a sign lu the ne- 
gative aud was removed from the bar.

THE DOCTORS’ IMBROOLIO. 


Or. Merrill Diaoharged-How CitlMiu Are Ar. 
rested aad Imprisoned—S ig a isg Warrants 
aad Conunitmsnts in Blank. 


The inqneat In the case of John IJaehaa, late of 
No. IS Albany street, who waa alleged to have died 
from the effects of m alpractice at the hands of Dr. J. 
N. IferrUI, the attending physician, w as yesterday 
taken op before Coroner Flynn, at the City Halt. 
For reasons best known to the Coroner Dr. .Shine 
vacated the clerical chair, which was token by Dr. 
Morton, who read to a Jury of medical gentlem en me 
statem ents of the widow and sister of the deceased, 
reduced to w riting some days ago. 
Before the reading, however, ex-Jndge Stnart, 
counsel for Dr. Mernll, arose and said he believed 
there bad already been an investigation and an 
autopsy in this case, or w hat purported to be one. 
w hich he characterized as informal and Illegal, 
Inasmuch aa such proceedings were not had in the 
presence of the Coroner. Judge Stuart, In continna,. 
Uon, said he believed the w arrant for Dr. iMprriU’s 
arrest was not signed by Coroner Flynn, and conse- 
quentty 
It was 
a 
forgery, and the counsel 
thongbt the sam e of the com m itm ent wblch con­ 
signed his C lie n t to the Tombs and kept him there 
for several h oura The Judge characterized the ar­ 
rest as an outrage, and s.tld It was not done to fa r­ 
ther the ends of Justice, but to gratify private inaUce 
and for revenge. 
Counsel aaked Coroner Flynn If he had signed the 
w arrant and com m itment in the case of Dr. Morrill, 
and

case. 
coroner 
Flynn 
said th at wheu absenting himself from ttie city he 
was la the habit of signing w arrants and commiu 
m enis tn blaok, leaving them lor.bls ucputy (Shine) 
to fill up, believing that he (Shiuei had puwor to do 
BO, as he w aaa ooramisslonor of -leeds. Shine, not- 
witnstaudiug the declaration ot h u superior th at ne 
may not have signed the protioas wliicii deprived 
Dr. Merrill of his liberty, in a som ewhat excited 
m anner asserted that coroner Flynn had signed 
both the w arrant and commitment. 
Judgfe btuart persisted in saying that ail the p re­ 
vious proceeding! had In ibe case In tne utsonce of 
the Gorouer woie Illegal and a traod. 
Dr. John A. Robinson, of 1H4 Grand street, who 
WB.S called lu consnltation thirty hours bctore Line- 
han’s death, testilled at considerahle icugin. 
He 
fonnd deceased suffering excruclaUng pain, legs 
draw n up, pulse small aud frequent, tongue coated, 
and the Doctor dc.scrlbed the other symptoms In de­ 
tall. In conclusion, the Doctor said he txtnsldered 
the case one of bilious cholic; in a conversation 
with Dr. Merrill niter the death of the patlout Dr. 
Merrill InformoJ him that he had given a certltlcate 
of death to tho effect th at J,tneliaa dlud irom acute 
peritonitis, the result of per.splraUon and ex trav asa­ 
tion; tne wiines! then said, ••Ytu have com m itted 
yourself,” and wheu asked wliy he did ao lu reply 
said "he had been Ulketi into It by Dr. Sulue and 
others.” 
Th.s Dr. Shine, who was cross-e.vamming the 
wlinens, denied, and said ho hud not seen Dr. 
Merrill immo.ilately after the death of Linchan. 
The case was then submlttod to tho jury, who 
found "th at deceased came to his death irom peri­ 
tonitis, the resale of obstruction of the bowels.” 
There uot being a taint of suspicion of any m al­ 
practice on the part of Dr. Meirill in treating oe- 
ccased, ho received the congratulations of 
his 
friends, with whom he left tlio court. Before leav­ 
ing. Judge Stuart announced that he should tako 
prom pt action for false arrest aud Impnsojiment, in 
consequence of which his client had been so great 
a i^ufferer both lu body and mind. 
Thus the attem pt of Dr. Shine to Injure the profes­ 
sional reputation of Dr. Merrill by causing fits illegal 
arrest ou a grave charge out of revenge for having 
himself been arrested tor committing an unw arrant- 
able and brutal assault on Dr. Merrill in a sick room 
has proved a disastrous failure, and for which Ut turn 
he may be made to suffer.

Chauveau tells us are a little exaggerated, estim ate 
the lossof hum au life at 413 Lama priests, fifty- 
seven TOhliors and 2,812 ‘•common people.’» A 
series ot earthquake shocks were feit as ter as 
Pung-mon-tang, the place at wldch Mr. T. T. 
cooper iiiet Soer Suggiit sing, the Nepautese 
Amb.issaUor in 180S. The village and inanv others 
are destroyed, nnd Romany of the authorities and 
soldiers have been burled under tho ruins ol their 
bouses ti ax "robirers. like wild beasts, run every­ 
w here.”

Th« situation outsids of ImmedlaU «F«nts 
about Paris Is assnmlng considerable import- 
ano^ especially in connection with the move­ 
ments against Tours and Lyons and the pro­ 
gress of organization among the new levies. 
The dreaded Prussians have appeared again 
at Pilhlviers, which litUe town must by this 
time be as completely impoverished by their 
numerons visits, as Winchester, Va., was by 
tho Innumerable raids of troops on both sides 
during our civil war. The Pmssians have 
also appeared at Mantes-aur-Marne, Rolle- 
bois and Chalnman, and we may judge from 
the relative position of these places that they 
are

tion on Lyons, sweeping the country like 
a broom as they 
swept it from Sedan 
to Paris. 
Some apprehension Is entertained 
In Tonrs that that city is also threatened i but 
it does not seem likely unless the left of the 
lino can be spared temporarily from the march 
for that purpose.

The sio^a train has already partly 
arrived, and heavy gnns, some of them un­ 
doubtedly of a calibre equal to the Swamp 
Angel at Charlesion, are being mounted in 
strong redoubts on the north, south and west 
of the city. 
On the heights at Villejuif guus 
of the Immense calibre with which wo have a 
right to accredit, the siege tralq^ 9f the Prus­ 
sians can send solid shot and shell into the city 
as far as the famous Quartier Latin, one of 
the most populoiu districts In the city, while 
tho little villages of Montronge, Ivry and 
Chareoton can be demolished almost at the 
first fire. 
The battery on the north now being 
erected at GennevilUers will command the vil­ 
lages of Colombos, Sk Ouen, St. Denis and 
Garonne, 
end will bo able to hurl its 
iron destruction to within a few blocks 
of the Champs Elysifes. 
Within easy range of 
it are the Montmartre Oometery and the Parc 
Monoeauz. The battery oa the west, at St. 
Cloud, or rather on the rising ground to the 
west of it, will command the villages of St. 
Cloud, Sevres and BUlancourt and the race 
course at Long Champs, i^d wlU probably be 
enabled to réacíi so fhY into the* city al the 
Military 
School 
and 
the 
Champs 
de 
Mars. 
Thns it will be seen that some of 
the handsomest qnarters and suburbs of Paris 
may be snbjoet to the first effects of the bom­ 
bardment. 
In these are some of the hand­ 
somest buildings and places la the world— 
buildings and places which are eagerly sought 
out by the to^irlst for their historic interest 
or their persoaal beauty. 
At St. Cloud is one 
of the summer palaces of the Emperor and two 
exquisite parks. 
At St. Denis is the old 
abbey church where the monarchs of France, 
from Dagobert to Marie Antoinette, are buried. 
At Sevres is tho great Sevres ware manufac­ 
tory, with the museum attached; and besides 
these there are niimurous buildings, monn- 
ments and parks on the edges of the city 
proper which may, as the bombardment pro­ 
gresses, bo also subject to tho destructive 
fire. 
Thus we may see at a glance the effect 
which the barbarous project of tho Prussians 
may have upon tho gorgeous capital of the 
world of fine arts, science, literature, beauty 
and fashion. Tho Parisians themselves are 
awaiting the bombardment in apparent help- 
lesaaoas. 
It is said they have buried the 
books 
of 
their 
rare 
libraries 
under 
ground, and stationed lookouts on Notre 
Dame to warn the populace of llio exist­ 
ence of fires. 
That the Prussians have stern 
vandalism enough to carry out the bombard­ 
ment is evinced by recent events at Stras­ 
bourg, a city equal in hlatoric valua almost to 
Paris itself. The French, by vigilance and 
daring on the part of trained and skilful 
sharpshooters, may silence tho huge batteries 
planted for tho demolition of the city, as 
Grant's sharpshooters silenced almost com­ 
pletely the batteries at Vicksburg, by ap­ 
proaching close enough to pick off the arlii- 
leryinen through the embrasures; but the 
Prussians are moro experienced in the arts of 
war and are apt to circiimvont finally any 
such attempt. 
It remains for the gr:at 
Powers of Europe to save the city, and if it 
is actually subjected to so galling a rain of 
shot and shell as befell Strasbourg, the selfish 
policy of England, tho indifference of Austria, 
tho criminal tardiness of Russia, the vandal­ 
ism of Germany and tho innate hatred of re­ 
publicanism in all combined must be held 
responsible for the gloomiest tragedy in the 
history of the war.

The peopls of the “Eternal City" and of 
the Papal Stotes, by acolamation, have ratified 
the annexation of the city and its surrounding 
dependencies to the kingdom of Italy. Rome 
is emancipated from the temporal government 
of tho Pope, and Ibe Pope—for which. If he is 
not, he ought to be devoutly thankful—is 
omancipatod from the temporal government of 
Rome. The temporal kingdom of the Pope is 
absorbed in the Italiau kingdom, of which 
Romo now becomes the capital. 
It is a great 
thing for Rome, a glorious aoblevesioat for 
Italy and a blessed thing for tho Pope. 
In the year of our Lord 766, or over eleven 
hundred years ago. Pope Stephen was in­ 
vested with the temporal dominion of Rome. 
That was the beginning. His successors, half 
a century later, became, through the conces­ 
sions of territory from Charlemagne, and his 
recognition of Papal authority, a political 
balance of power in Europe. 
In 1064 the 
Pope first strengthened himself with a stand­ 
ing army. In 1077 bis political supremacy 
had become so widely acknowledged that he 
(Gregory VII.) obUged Henry IV., Emperor of 
Germany, to stand three days, in the depth of 
winter, barefooted, at his oastie gate to Implore 
bis pardon for having dared to disobey the su­ 
preme oommands oi Rome. 
In 1191 the Pope 
(Celestino III.) kicked the Emperor Henry 
■VI.’8 crown off his head, while kneeling, to 
show the Holy Father’s prerogative of making 
and unmaking kings. 
Appeals to Rome from England were con­ 
tinued till 1563, when they were abolished, 
and from that time, under various vicissitudes, 
the political power of the Pope, a(| goa of the 
of Eucppo, doclijted, down to the 
MYolutlon of 1789, when his in­ 
fluence in political affaire was reduced to a 
mere shadow of aathority. 
In 1796 be made 
bis submission to the French republic; in 
1798 he was expelled from Rome; in 1809 he 
was dethroned and held as a prisoner at Fon­ 
tainebleau by Napoleon the First, and so re­ 
mained till Napoleon’s first overthrow, 1814, 
when be was restored by the Holy Alliance, 
as a sort of political balance in their 
European reorganization. In 1848 the Pope 
(Pin fiOho}, after being held soOip time a 
prisoner in Rome, escaped from the 'revolu­ 
tionary republican authorities and remained 
an exile in the kingdom of Naples till 1860, 
when he was restored to the Vatican. Since 
that restoration, maintained in his temporal 
anthority by a protecting French army and by 
the diplomacy of Louis Napoleon, the Pope 
has bad a oomparatively good time down to 
the proclamation of his infallibility by tho 
late learned and imposing Eonmenioal Coun­ 
cil. Since that famous proolamation we have 
had the astonndíng avenís that have resulted 
in relieving him of his temporal power, and in 
making Borne once more, as it was made in 
476, the capital of the kingdom of Italy. 
Such are a few of tho remarkable incidents 
nnd vicissitudes which mark the history of 
the Papacy as a temporal Power through a 
period of eleven hundred years. It is all over 
now, and from the abundant lessons of this 
impressive bistory we are fully convinced that 
in relieving Romo of the temporal government 
of the Pope, nnd the Pope from the temporal 
government of Rome, the Italians and the 
Romans have done a glorious work for them­ 
selves, for Rome, for Italy and for the Pope 
and the Church. 


The Pregreu of Genaaa Unitr- 
The battle of Sadowa, 1866, made Prussia 
mistress of North Germany and gave birth 
to the Northern Confederation. It did more— 
it taught the South Gorman States the pro­ 
priety, If not necessity, of courting the friendly 
alliance of the North. 
No sooner was the 
treaty of peace signed between Austria and 
Prussia than the fact was made public, much 
to the annoyance of the Emperor Napoleon, 
that Prussia and the Northern Confederation 
had entered into a military alliance, offensive 
and defensive, with Bavaria and Wurtemberg 
and Baden. 
A military alliance with these 
South German States was not all that Bis­ 
marck aud the German unionists who acted 
with 
him 
wanted. 
More, 
however, 
it 
was 
impossible 
for 
the 
present 
to 
obtain. 
Sedan 
has 
now 
accom­ 
plished what Sadowa loft undone. 
Baden, it 
was always known, was impatient for a closer 
union with the North. 
There were doubts 
about Wurtomburg and Bavaria. It appears 
that Bavaria and Wurtemberg have made an 
end of those doubts by a formal vote in favor 
of confederation with the North. 
If this be 
correct Germany is now more a unit than she 
has ever been in ail her previous history, and 
Count Bism trek has gloriously crowned the 
edifice, la all future time Bismarck will be 
spoken of as the most daring and the most 
successful of the statesmen of the nineteenth 
century. 
His name will live forever.

In to-day's foreign deiv*toi>ea there is a 
denial of the authentiolty of a long oommunl- 
oation republished yesterday morning from 
advance proofs of La Situation, the ImperU 
alLlt French organ in London, and purporting 
to be the exact repetition of a document issued 
from Wllhelmshbhe by the ex-Emperor Napo­ 
leon 111. The wrlliiig In question was to have 
been glfon to the public under the tlüe, “The 
Ideas of tho Emperor," and the main point of 
the whole argument, next to an attempt to 
discredit the provisional government, was 
that, should the war between France and Ger­ 
many go on ptrslstently, there would “surely 
spring out of this shook a formidable Unknown 
(«» ineonnu)” as much tu be feared by Ger­ 
many as by France. 
It matters not, for the purport of what we 
have to say, whether the above document be 
authentic or the work of a cunning forger. 
The bint hidden under the cloak of “The 
Unknown” Is all 
the same, and it is 
of 
this 
mysterlons 
thing or personage 
that we would speak. 
Either Napoleon him­ 
self, or the scribe who has pretended to write 
for him, has given us those words fitly spoken 
which, the sacred script hath it, are “like 
apples of gold la pictures of silver." 
Months ago, ere the Franoo-Frusslan war 
began, and when the emp'ire was still in the 
very jubilee of Its proclaimed triumph by 
plebiscitary vote, we alluded to trials then 
pending at Paris in which certain prominent 
members of 
the “Internationa Sooletv,” 
so called—the 
Fronoh 
branch 
of 
the 
General Internatlonaí Workingmen’s Union— 
were 
Implicated. 
The 
evidence 
was 
circumstantial 
and 
volumlnons, 
several 
of the leading 
Paris journals giving’ it 
in fulL The result was partly lost in the tre­ 
mendous clangor that attended the outbreak 
of the war ; but enough had baen elicited to 
show that (be organization of which tho men 
arraigned were members extended through- 
‘out the French and British empires, part of 
the United States; all Germany, Belgium and 
Switzerland; many districts of Spain, Italy 
and Scandinavia, and all the westernmost pro­ 
vinces of Russia. The various separate national 
organizations, it appeared, were subordinate 
to one supreme conncil. the seat of which was 
not m4do known, but which evidently could 
bé shifted from point to point as ezfgoncy 
might require. The ^diotqi^ent in the particu­ 
lar prosecution here mentioned set forth that 
the various mlaere’ and weavers’ strikes and 
ri9(ftthat occurred just before 
‘^biftoitxm 
were incited by the secret agencies of this 
vast combination, and it was proven that 
persons wnosrned ia l^oie jsju rb in je^ 
reoelveTj^óahlafy aid from some of the 
subsidiary leagues in EngUnd and Switzer- 
land. At the same time the assertion was 
made in print that the grand total of the whole 
body included more than a million of paying 
members. 
Let os now remind the attentive reader 
that very recently an appeal went forth from 
the committees of workingmen in Paris to their 
brethren in Germany to arrest the war, and 
that immediately thereafter an agitation, 
“ not loud but deep," was observed in all the 
capitals and manufacturing towns from the 
Rhenish to the Russian frontier. The German 
liberals were instantly seen and heard in 
active motion, and one of their leading men 
(Herr Jacobi) was arrested by the Prussian 
government. 
Do not these indications pretty clearly sug­ 
gest to us what may be the character of that 
“formidable Unknown," mentioned in the let­ 
ter, real or pretended, of Napoleon ? 
Tho 
“Marianne” (Mary Anne Disraeli has it) 
was the nightmare—tho “Spectre Rouge”—of 
the French reactionary writers a few years 
since, and the Madre Natura, so mystically 
shadowed forth by the English novelist in 
“Lothair” can readily be placed by all who 
have even conned the history of the Italian 
“Carbonari," much more by those who have 
trodden with bleeding feet the soil that re­ 
ceived the dead at Montana, where the Chasse- 
pot rifle, now beaten by the needle gun, ¡ler- 
formed such “wonders." 
No man better than Napoleon or bis 
advisers, or those who are at this moment the 
real rulers ol France, can comprehend that 
the bleeding, suffering, hungry masses who, 
in their agony, cry out with indignailon, 
before Heaven, white wrong and slaughter go 
on nncheckcd, that “human flesh should be so 
cheap and bread to eat so dear”—none better, 
we repeat, than these could surmise that the 
miserable, trampled, long-suffering toilers in 
tbe stifling workshop and tillers of the glebe 
(so often reddened by their own gore) are the 
terrible “Unknown” that, unless peace quickly 
come, may spread its brawny hands, with no 
gentle clasp, over all Western Europe!

With- 
out avowin- it, and, indeed, while it is denied 
by Count Bismarck, there is no doabi; that the 
chief object of the war now on the part of 
Prussia is to squelch the republic—to strangle 
it in its infancy—lest republican iduas should 
spread in Germany and over Europe. 
This is 


natural; just as much so as for a man to exert 
ail his efforts to save his property whea 
threatened. The uionarchs and aristocracies 
have regarded the people as their heritage 
and government over them as their right. 
Consequently there is nothing they will leave 
undone to maintain their privileges. 
They 


know very well that a republic in France is a 
standing menace to them and their pretensions. 
They saw the effect in 1S30 and ISiS of revolu- 
tion in France.

The situation outside of immediate events 


about Paris is assuming considerable import- 
ance, especially in connection with the move- 
ments against Tours and Lyons and the pro- 
gress of organization among tho new levies. 
The dreaded Prussians have appeared again 
at Pithiviers, which little town must by this 
time be as completely impoverished by their 
numerous visits, as Winchester, Va., was by 
the innumerable raids of troops on both sides 
during our civil war. The Prussians have

In the meantime Lyons is 
preparing rapidly for defence. The Prefect of 
the Rhone having been granted plenary 
powers has issued instr -ctions to tbe troops in 
the ci'y and otherwise commenced his prepara- 
tions. All over the country the sharpshooters, 
the Frane-tireurs, are harassing their enemy, 
as the bushwhackers or guerillas in the South 
harassed the Union troops. Calais is filled with 
National Guards, corps of men hare arrived 
ia Tours to receive arms, the clergy are exert- 
ing themselves to arouse the populace, and 
the rural voters fcave cast their ballots 
almost unanimously in favor of the existing 
republican government.

The temporal kingdom of the Pope ia 
absorbsd in the Italian kingdom, of which 
Rome now becomes tho capital. 
It is a great 


thing for Rome, a glorious achievement for 
Italy and a blessed thing for the Pope. 


In tho year of our Lord 7D6, or over eleven 


hundred vears ago, Pope Stephen was in- 
vested with the temporal dominion of Rome. 
That was the beginning. His successors, half 
a century later, became, through the conces- 
sions of territory from Charlemagne, and his 
recognition of Papal authority, a political 
balance of power in Europe. 
In 1054 the 


Pope first strengthened himself with a stand- 
ing army. In 1077 his political supremacy 
had become so widely acknowledged Uiat he' 
(Gregory VII.) obliged Henry IV., Emperor of 
Germany, to stand three days, ia the depth of 
winter, barefooted, at his castle gate to implore 
his pardon for having dared to disobey thn su- 
preme commands ot Rome. In 1191 the Popa 
(Celestine III) fci.ked the Emperor Henry 
VI.'s crowa off his head, wiiils kneelin?, to 
show the Holy Father's prerogative of making 
and unmaking kings. 


Appeals to Rome from England were con- 


tinued titl 1553, when they were abolished, 
and from (hat time, under various vicissitudes, 
(he political power of the Pope, as one of the 
sovereigns of Europe, declined, down to the 
great French revolution of 1789, when his in- 
fluence ia political affairs was reduced to a 
mere shadow of authority. In 170S he made 
his submission to the French republic; ia 
1798 he was expelled from Rotne; in 1SOD ho 
was dethroned and held as a prisoner at Fon- 
taiaebleau by Napoleon the First, and so re- 
mained till Napoleon's first overthrow, 1SU, 
when be was restored by the Holy Alliance,' 
as a sort of political balance iu their 
European reor-anizatioj. In 1S4S the Pope 
(Pio Kono), after being held some time a 
prisoner in Rome, escaped from the revolu- 
tionary republican authorities and remained 
an exile in the kingdom of Naples till 1850, 
when he was restored to lha Vatican. Since

A correspondent of me London standard gives 


the following as liie result of an interview with tho 
ialtea Emperor:— 


If I am asked what was the predominant Impres- 
sion lelt on me bv tne conversation which followed, 
1 reply uuhesitatlnjriv tue strong feeling of tue Em- 
peror witti respect to England.

Dr. Merrill Discharges—Ho-y Citizens Ara Ar- 


rested and Imprisonsd—Signing 'Warrants 


aad Commitments in Elaak. 


Tbe Inquest in the case of John Llnehan, late of 


No. 19 Albany street, who was alleged to have diel 
from the effects of malpractice at tlie hands of Dr. J. 
K. Merrill, the attending physician, was yesterday 
taken up before Coroner Fiynn, at the City HalU 
.For reasons best known to the Coroner Dr. Shine 
vacated the clerical chair, which was taken by Dr. 
Morton, who read to a jury of lueillcal gentlemen me 
statements oi «io ^AAOW and sister of tne deceased, 
reJacea to writing some davs ago. 


Before the reacliu?, however, ex-Judge Stuart, 


counsel for Dr. Merrill, arose and said he believed 
there had already been aa investigation and an 
autopsy m Uiis case, or what purported to be one, 
which he characterized as informal and Illegal, 
inasmuch as such proceedings were not had in the 
presence or the Coroner. Judge Stuart, In continua- 
tion, said he believed the warrant for Dr. -Merrill's 
arrest was not signed by Coroner Fiynn, and conse. 
quently it was a 
forgery, and the counsel 


thought the same of the commitment which con- 
signed his client to the Tombs and kept him there 
for several hours. The • Judge caaracteiized the ar- 
rest its an outrage, and said It was not done lo fur- 
ther the ends of justice, but to gratify private malice 
and for revenge. 


Counsel asked Coroucr .Tlynn If he had signed the 


warrant aud commitment in Ihe case ol Dr. Merrill, 
and 
the 
Coroner 
was 
understood 
to say 


tiiat 
he 
might 
not 
to 
have 
done so 


in 
this 
particular 
case. 
Coroner 
Fiynn 
said that when absenting himself from the city he 
was ii) the habit of signing warrants and commit- 
ments m uljnk, leaving llieui lor.his deputy (Shine) 
to lill up, believing that he (Shine) had power to do 
so, as lie w=ts a commissioner of Jeeds. Shine, not- 
withstanding the declaration oi ills superior thai, lie 
may not have signed the Drue-ess which deprived 
Dr. Merrill of his liberty, lu a somewhat excited 
manner asserted that Coroner Flyiin had signed 
both the warrant aud commitment. 
Judge Stuart persisted 111 baying that all the pre- 


vious proceedings had in the case in tile absence of 
the Coroner we:e illegal and a Iraud- 
Dr. JolmA. Robinson, of 1S4 Grand street, who 
was called lu consultation thirty hours belore Lmc- 
han's death, testiued at considerable leagth. He 
iound deceased suffering excruciatlnz pam, legs 
drawn up, pulse small and frequeat, tongue coated, 
and Ihe Doctor described The other symptoms in de- 
tail. In conclusion, the Doctor said he considered 
the case one of bilious cliolic; in a conversation, 
with Dr. Merrill aiter tlie deatu of tiie patient Dr. 
Hernll informed him that he had given a certillcate 
oi death to the ellect that Linehtin died Iroin acute 
peritonitis, the result of pcrsplratiouaud extravasa- 
tion; the witness then said, "You have committed, 
yourself," aud when asked why he did solirrepiy 
said "he had beau talked Into it by Dr. Shme aud 
others." 


Th.s Dr. Shinet who was cross-examining the 
witness, denied, and said he had not seen Dr. 
Merrill immediately after the death of Liuehau. 


The case was then submitted to the jury, wno 


fouini "that deceased canio to his death irom peri- 
tonitis, the result oi obstruction ol the bowels." 


There not being a taiutof suspicion ol' any mal- 
practice on the i/art of Dr. Meirill m treating de- 
ceased, he received the congratulations oi his 
Jriend-i, with waoni ne left the court. Uefore leav- 
ing, Judge Stuart announced that ne should take 
prompt, action for laisj arrest and imprisonment, 111 
consequence of whicn his client had beeu so great 
asutl'erftr both in body aud mind. 


Thus the attempt oi Dr. Shine to injure the profes- 


sional reputation of Dr. Merrill by causing his Illegal 
arrest on a grave charge out of revenge for having 
himself been arrested lor committing an unwarrant- 
able and brutal assault ou Dr. Kerrlll In a side room 
has proved a disastrous iaiiure, and tor which in turn 
he may be made to softer.

*rards nf Two Thousand I^ives l^o^t—.Urenu-

The Roman Catholic bishop at Batang, on the 


confines of Thibet, China, an'! Karmah. sends to 
India a terribie account of an earihqaate In that 
region, affecting an area of 180 by 90 miles. The 
event occurred on the nth of April, and his last 
letter Is dated the 30th of.May. Considering tliat 
the missionaries there can communicate only by 
Shanghai, the transit of the letters lias been rapid- 
Last year, it may be remembered, there was a very 
destructive earthquake In tue, in one sense, adjom- 
lug British district of Oachar. A shock at flve in the 
morniagand a strongershock at 110011 were followed 
atsunset by an carthquaKc which levelled the whole 
town aad Killed or bruised half the population. The 
missionaries escaped to their garden, and only one 
oi their servants perished. Tne "large and splen- 
did" Lamaseri, inhabited by 3,000 Lamas, fell witli 
a crash. The Chinese ortlcinl reports, which Dr.

13 human;" It is a part or man's heritage; 
hence the necessity or human laws to hold m check 
and punish tns bad for tlie protection ol' the good.

course I would plough it up and use its buildings for 
firewood," said Aniasa Sprague, and he meant it. 
Keither he nor tliosL' associated with him have cared 
aught to carry favor with horsemen of note as a 
bid for their patronage; they would never permit 
Incompetent men who have a little outside reputa- 
tion as -good fellows" to enter the judges' stand 
and pass un^n the different contests, nor would they 
for a moment countenance the presence in suca re- 
sponsible positions, as is too often tne case on other 
tracks, of those who are In collusion with tricksters 
and who boldly rob the public by awarding races 
to those least entitled to tliom. 'Ihe leaven or 
reform created by Narraganset has already done 
much among the noaest turfmen of tlie country to 
elevate the Si.ort, and In time, with the hearty 
co-operation of Bister associations, will yet do 
more, until such a barrier shall be erected that the 
perpetration of frauds will lis the exception and not 
the rule. 


A trotting meeting here 13 always nailed with 


delight by tue entire amusement loving coiumuiu- 
«oa ut the Eastern states. Its fslrucss ic tho dis- 
tribution of heavy purses, and the exercise or im m« 
Honorable attributes already referred to, has made 
It such a favorite that many—and with justice, too— 
say that "there is not another track like U in exist- 
ence." It Is also la great lavor with the trotting 
elements In tne West and South, and where a 
few years ago in the latter sections of our laud 
nothing but running horses wcie known or would 
be owned by breeders of prominence, the trotting 
horse Is now bred and reared for his speed and con- 
sequent prospective value. 
The old prejudices 


against trotting, by the magnificent purses given by 
Karraganset, were undermined, and when the 
breeders of the South ana \Vestnoted-what estima- 
tion was here placed upon the first class trotter, and 
the price it would bring and the enthusiasm its per- 
formance was Hailed with uy assemblages of tens of 
thousands, tueir reasoniugs swept away me old cob- 
webs of objection and prejudice against tne troiter. 
and their personal iiueiestd cuuaed them to turn 
their attention to their breeding as well as those of 
runners. This js'arragaiiaet, more man any uinur 
association, has, with the otucr of us victories, 
achieved, and a:l owners of valuable horses, and 
those with hearts big enough to love the sports ui" 
the turi, turn with a uroiouuct obeisance to its man- 
agement Jor the good work tucy have aucomplisncrl.
